In Which Henry Sullivan Was
Wounded.

Just as the Newh was going to
press on Thursday evening of lat
week, our town was thrown Into a
fever of excitement by th sharp
report of three pistol shots Ored In

rapid uccftgioii. .

Investigation, soun proved that
the combatant were Frank II.
Yates and Henry C. Hullivan, and
that one of the balls had taken ef-

fect In the body of the latter. '
The fight occurred In Iront'of

Spencer A Crutcher grocery storo,
whereTrank had been standing for

short lime before. It scorns that
Henry came along and struck at
Frank with his flit, and that they
Itnnfediately clinched. Frank drew
a revolver, and after straggling un
til they got Into thestreet, the firing
was done. It is thoaght (be Brut
shot took effect. After three shots
had been fired th tw men were
pulled apart and Henry went to bis
ofllce.'whllo Frank was placed nn- -

der arrest.
Physicians were summoned and

they found that the bullet had en-

tered the left aide of the abdomen.
The coumo of the ball could not be
ascertained, but It was believed to
have missed the vital parts snd the
wound ws thought to be not dan-

gerous. A few hours later, howev-

er, he began to suffer severely and
bis condition continued to grow so
much worse that his recovery was
almost despaired of. It was not
until Tuesday that a very decided
change for the better took place.
Since that time he has steadily Im-

proved and Is now out of danger.
The two men are brothers-in-la-

and their trouble la the result of a
family difllculty extending over a

few months. On the forenoon of
the day of the shooting Mrs. Sulli
van went to the bouse occupied by
Mr. Vales, where herjather, Mr. A.

P. Rordtnf, was packing some
household goods preparatory to
moving to bis farm. While there
she and Yates hail oms trouble.
Mr, Hullivan was at Ashland, but
eamo horns in the evening and
heard of the difficulty. This led to
the attack referred to above.
' The unfortunate affair is regret
ted bv everybody, and all are glad
that the results are not so serious
as promised a few days ago.

FOR BIG SANDY.

Recommendations of United
States Engineers. ,

The report of the United States
Engineers which will - go to the
next session of Congress has ra
ce n I ly been qiadu public

It recommends the appropriation
of 95,000 for the removal of snagi
and other obstructions from the
Big 'Sandy river, apportioned as
follows; I500 for Levlsa fork,
the same amount for the Tug fork,
and f ,000 for the main river. It
liss been five years since tho main
river has had an appropriation for
this purpose.

Also an appropriation for f 10,-0-

li urged for building a dike at
the mouth of Georges creek.

Surveyors for dikes or other nec-
essary improvements nro recom-
mended to be mad at Middle
Creek and Buffalo.

Tito dike at Georges ereek is
badly needed,' and It put in, It will
remedy the worst place In the riv-
er. The bank have broken on
both aides ontll the river Is two or
three tiroes as wide as formerly,
and correspondingly shallow.
(steamboats have been unable to
pass that point when there was
fourteen feet of water In tho river.
